There was a "fall house" at the 


meeting of the city council last night, 
when the N. & W. oar shop matter 
came up for consideration' The lobby 
was packed, many of the leading buei- 
nets, men of the city being on hands. 
Supt. Robinson and D. H. Earger, of 
the N. & W# were also present 


"The roll call showed Mr. Huber and 


Mr. Calvin absent. 
The former was in 


immediate demand, his brother mem- 
bers wanting him to start the oar shop 
ball rolling. It was learned that he 
was harangning a crowd* down stairs, 
and Street Commissioner Graigmiles 
was sent after rhm :•'•:••• The absent mem- 
ber was soon on hands, bnt he. was 
affeuted with a 
sadden shyness and 


said he had nothing to add to his report 
at the previous meeting. 
. 
• 


Mr. Neill moved that representatives 


of the N. & W. be heard, and Mr. 
Robinson, superintendent of the Soi'oto 
Valley division, was given the floor. 
Mr. Robinson was as sweet and suave 
as any man could be and displayed 
none of that bluff and bluster that oc- 
caicnaHy frightens some inoffensive 
subordinate out of bis boots. He said 
in substance that tbe N. & W. had not 
contemplated violating or forfeiting tbe 
shop lease. 
Mr. Barr, the vice-presi- 


dent of the system, thought it would 
be more economical to repair looomo 
tives at Kenova. It was proposed to do 
all oar repairing for Ohio and West 
Virginia equipment at 
Portsmouth, 


and this would more than make up for 
tbe loss in transferring the locomotive 
repairing to Kenova. 
Up to the pres- 


ent time locomotives weie still being 
repaired at the 
Portsmouth 
shops. 


Three engines are in the shops now. 
One point was'whether the continuance 
of the shops by the N. & W. would be 
as advantageous to Portsmouth in the 
future as under any other arrangement? 


The company's intention to repair 


West Virginia earn here would makeup 
what waa lost by transferring some 
parts to Kenova. Mr. Robinson thought 
council should deal with the question 
fairly. 
The company is now employ- 


ing more men than the original Soioto 
Valley shops, and the number wan Id 
be increased from time to time. 
Mr. 


Robinson expressed a willingness to 
answer questions, and he was cross- 
examined at some length by Mr. Hnber, 
who had recovered from his temporary 
basbfulness. 
Mr. Huber tried tu get 


Mr. Robinson to admit that the rail- 
road had violated its lease, bnt that 
wary official would admit nothing of 


kipd. Mr. Hnber contended that 


all the skilled labor had been removed 
and tbatr only 'fellows remained who 
could nail on a board, and that the N. 
& W. had clearly broken its lease. 


Mr. Robinson objected 
to being 


looked upon as an outsider. 
The rail- 


road was interested in Portsmouth and 
paid taxes here. 
They paid $0,500 tax 


last year and were entitled to the same 
consideration as any otter business or 
industry. The pay roll of the company 
for the past fifteen years in this county 
had been large, and the road had con- 
tributed towards building up of city and 
county. He thought it would be sensi- 
ble for council to decide whether they 
wanted a technical compliance with the 
lease or one that would give the city 
the same benefit and at the ,'same time 
further the convenience of the railroad 
company. 


Mr. Neill favored forfeiting the lease 


if it had been violated. 


Mr. Dillon thought the lease had 


been violated and that the city should 
take the property and then rent it oat 
to the best advantage. 


Mr. Huber called attention to the 


fact that the coach department, paint 
department, foundry department and 
now the engine repairing department 
had been removed from the shops. 


At the suggestion of Mr. Huber, the 


city solioitor then read a resolution 
which had been prepared. After setting 
forth how on May 4th, 1878, the phops 
had been leased to tbe Scioto Valley 
and Ohio River Railway companies, 
and later these were acquired by the 
N. & W, Railway company, the resolu- 
tion declared that as it had come to 
their knowledge that the' N. & W. had 
violated the conditions of the lease, 


Therefore, Be it Resolved by the 


city council of the city of Portsmouth 
as follows: 


That it hereby declares its intention 


to declare that the said Norfolk & 
Western Railway company has forfeited 
its rights and privileges under said 
lease. 


That the city solicitor is hereby in- 


structed to prepare an ordinance to de- 
clare that the Norfolk & Western Rail- 
way company has' forfeited its lights 
and privileges under said lease and to 
provide for bringing suit in tbe proper 
court for securing damages against the 
said Norfolk & Western Railway com- 
pany because of its failure to perform 
the conditions of said lease as required 
by the terms thereof. 


Mr. Osborn and Mr. Seebohm asked 


that various citizens present ba beard 
from. 


Mr. A. T. Hoi comb spoke for the 


railroad company. 
He thought 
it 


would be bad policy to force the N. & 
W. to move their shops from Ports- 


mouth. If tbe shops were vacated it 
would not be easy to get a new concern 
here. They did not giow on bushes. 


"Treat the railroad square and they 


will treat you square," said Mr. Hoi- 
comb. 


John T. Miller, who helped draw up 


the lease, spoke in favor of compelling 
the railroad to live up to its obliga- 
tions. He said the lease was made iron- 
clad with a view to just such emerg- 
encies as the present. 


Mr. Huber called attention to the 


fact that on May 1st. 1898, 120,000 
city bonds were issued on account of 
these N. & W. shops, and no one knew 
where the money waa to come from to 
meet the obligation. 
No sympathy 


racket went here. Tbe city bad to do 
its part and the railway must do the 
same. If council 
yielded, 
citizens 


would call them champs. For his part 
the railroad must stand by the contract 
or get oat. This caused load applause. 


Mr. Osborn made a vigorous speech, 


declaring his intention to vote for the 
resolution 
became his 
constituents 


wanted him to. He was voting against 
his batter judgment. When we kick a 
man on the shins we should always be 
sure we can follow up the kick vigor- 
ously. The history was Chat when 
cities of 10,000 or 15,000 people buoyed 
against a great trunk line railroad they 
always got the short end of it. 
The 


road could discriminate against Porte- 
month in a way that would reach the 
pockets of every merchant and laboring 
man in the city. -If it came to a con- 
test between the city and the N. & W., 
the city would not have everything its 
own way. The judgment is against this 
measure. Every newspapsr is for it, 
and the great majority of our citizens 
do not counsel moderation. I believe 
we will rue this action in six or eight 
months. If the N. & W. say they will 
fulfill tne lease, they will give ns the 
pound of flesh we exact, but not one 
drop of blood. And so Mr. Osborn goes 
on lecord as voting for the motiun with 
a mental reservation that it is a mis- 
take. 


Mr. Dillon said that if the N. & W. 


was a grand trunk line we would have 
a station we would not be ashamed of, 
and would have other facilities. As it 
is, we get nothing that we do not* pay 
for dearly. Car shop men were lying 
about idle and that did not look like 
the N. & W. was running the shop 
fnll force. 


Representative-Elect McOormiok re- 


marked that the oity should 
take 


possession of the property and then 
make new conditions with tbe railroad. 
He alluded to the fact that there was 
an old canal on the West Side of the 
pver which waa practically worthless 
now, and which wonld be a tempting 
bait to a rival line to Columbus. Mr. 
MoOormiok then ventured a remark, 
which probably expressed the feeling 
of everybody present, but which nobody 
oared to put in words. He said "coun- 
cil was a little weak-kneed and was 
calling for expressions from citizens to 
tiy and work up a little backbone to 
declare the lease forfeited." 


This was an unlucky remark and 


caused McOormiok to be roasted on all 
sides, 
in a vigorous manner. Mr. 


Huber declared he was never afraid of 
anybody. It waa not necessary for 
council to have others to help them. 
The gentleman's valuable advice was 
not needed or wanted to work up back- 
bone, or for any other purpose. 
Citi- 


zens were called on as a matter of. 
courtesy to give additional light—if 
they bad any—and he doubted if some 
of them had. 


The motion ordering an ordinance 


prepared declaring the lease forfeited 
then passed unanimously. 


The solioitor was granted f 100 to 


secure legal assistance in preparing the 
ordinance, and council then adjourned.

body of James Murray, constable at 
Jenny Lind, a coal mining town in Se- 
bastian county was foimd 
Monday 


morning lying by tlia roadside. It was 
at first supposed bhat Murray had been 
the victim of a common murder, but it 
has since developed that the officer was 
lynched by a mob of coal miners. 


Constable Murray loft .his home at 


Jenny Lind Sunday afternoon and 
went to Bonanza to arrest a miner 
named Grant McBrocm, for whom he 
had a warrant. He captured McBroom 
without trouble and started with his 
prisoner for Jenny Lind about mid- 
night. That was the last sesn of Mur- 
ray alive. 


The constable's body was fousd ly- 


ing about 30 yards from the shaft of 
the Bonanza mine. His. hands were 
tied securely behind bis body and his 
neck was 
black and 
blue, showing 


plainly the imprint of a rope which 
had choked the life out of the body. 


Blood oozed 
from a dozen bullet 


wounds in the officer's body and MB 
clothing -was torn into shreds. Thert> 
was no rope near the dead man, but the 
imprints and lacerations of the cuticle 
showed unmistakably in. what manner 
the constable had met his death. 


The coroner began an -investigation, 


and it Iras been fully developed that 
he was waylaid by a mob of McBroom's 
friends, composed 
of miners deter- 


mined upon rescuing the prisoner, and 
that Murray was lynched, the body cut 
down and placed by the roadside. 
MoBroom has been arrested.

taxable Valuation of Cleveland Banks 


Increased Over a Million. 


Cleveland, Dec. 9.—Under an order 


from the state board of equalization 
the basis on which -the bankB of this 
ci;ty are taxed has been heavily in- 
creased. The taxable valuation of the 
12 national banks has 'been increased 
11,154,000, and that of the 26 state 
bainks $272,000. 


Thia action Is taken 
because the 


present valuation of the banks on the 
tax duplicate is much lower than that 
shown 'by the reports made by the na- 
tional, banks to the comptroller of the 
treasury. 


The banks claim that they are legally

ISIaiicIi Lament. 


San Francisco, Dec. 9. — The supreme 


eourt dispelled the last hope of W. H. 
T. Durrant, the murderer of Blanch 
Lament and Minnie Willams, by dis- 
posing ir_a summary manner of his 
two appe*,. 


In a written opinion from the pen of 


Chief Justice Beatty, which is con- 
curred in by all but one of his asso- 
ciates, the court affirms the judgment 
of Judafe Bahers in 
remanding the 


prisoner to San Quentin until the date 
eet for his execution, hut reverses the 
sentencing of Durrant to be 'hanged 
oa Dec. 11, and remands the case to the 
superior court with instructions to 
proceed according to law. 


As the remittur was ordered issued 


forthwith, and the court (holds that ex- 
ecution can only be stayed now by the 
issuance of a certificate of probable 
cause, it only remains to resentence 
the condemned murderer, which will 
probably be done at once. 


Judge Garoutte alone dissented from 


this opinion, maintaining that Dur- 
rant's appeals should have been dis- 
missed as the time required by law for 
their perfection had 'been allowed to 
lapse.
